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1 # Galati is a provincial coital of Rumania and has a population of more 
than 90,000 of whom approximately 90 percent are Rumanians* Xh 19U0, the 
population reached 100,000, but many fled during World War U and did not 
return. The city has experienced a limited degree of industrial develop- 
ment since World War Us the shipyards were expanded, a chain and bearings 
plant was erected, and the former Titan-Calan-Nadraga plant became the 
Cristea Nicolae rolling mills.

3* Ladas trial installations in Galati include the followings 

a* The Galati shipyards (Santierul Naval Galati) are condos ed of the former 
Femie, Santierul Marine! and Neptun shipyards* The first two are 
located at 2 Strada Sualupei. The last is now the Portul Hosu Shipyard© 
Close to li,000 workers are employed at the S.N.G. in the building of tugs, 
fishing boats and tankers and in the repair of small passenger vessels, 
with Soviet orders providing the shipyards with most of their work. The 
director of the shipyards is a Soviet citizen. 

b. The port stretches along Strada 33 Iunie 1916, and, besides the port in- 
stallations, contains the following objectives? 

1) NAVR0K offices 

Merchant Jferine Headquarters 

3) Frontier Guard barracks 

li) A transformer station 

5) Grain-loading pier 

The port is used mainly by Soviet vessels bringing metal ores and in- 
dustrial equipment and by Turkish ships carrying lumber. The main item t 
exported through the port is also lumber. t 

c. The sorting station for iron ores (Statie De Asortare a MLnereului) 
brought from the USSR is near the village of Larga. 

d. The Cristea Nicolae plant is bounded by Strada 13 Iunie 1916, Strada 
Ana Ipatescu and Strada Garii Mr..8^ and produces galvanized and un- 
galvanized sheet-metal in thicknesses up to 1.5 mm. New rolling mills 
for the production of ungalvanized sheet-metal were erected in recent 
years. The plant employs about 1,500 workers in three shifts. 

e. The thermal power station is located on Strada Garli Nr. 8. The city 
was connected to the national grid in 1 959 and uses AC at 220 V. Of 
late the supply of electric current has been free of breakdowns. 

f. The waterworks are on the shore of the Danube River in the southwestern 
part of Galati. 

g. The machine- tractor station is on Strada Aurel Vlaicu at the corner of 
Bulevardul Gheorghe Cosbus. 


k • Railways? The passenger station and freight station No. 8 occupy their pre- 
war sites. The railroad between Larga and Giugiulesti (the first station on 
the Soviet side of the frontier) has broad-gauge tracks. The Larga station 
is equipped with facilities for the transfer of freight from Soviet to 
Rumanian trains and for the replacement of broad-gauge wheels by regular- 
gauge wheels. 
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5* Military objectives in Galati include the followings 


a* Iferchant marine headquarters located in the port area. 


b. Frontier guard barracks also located in the port area. 

c. Naval barracks in the southwestern part of Galati. 

d. The district and provincial military commissariats are in a single-story 
building that was once the property of the Rumanian railways and is 
located on the right side of Strada Republic!! when coming from the 
port, between Pasagiul Luminei and the Strada Lascar Catargiu* 

e* The fire station is on the right side of Strada Puskin when coming from 
the railroad station, in a former private residence* 

f • An air-raid shelter for the use of the upper echelons of the arny, the 
Party and the local government is situated within the area bounded by 
the streets Bepublicii, Andrei Vis ins chi, Nicolae Balcescu and Holban. 

6* Public institutions in Galati? 

a* The provincial Party offices are in the former Grand Hotel on Strada 
Republic!!, opposite the Palace of Culture* 

b* The district Party committee is also on Strada Republic!!, but exact 
location is unknown* 

c* The provincial and city UTM offices are on Strada Bepublicii after 
Clinic No* 1, when coming from the port* 

d* The provincial trade union council is on Strada Republic!!, on the 
left side of the street before Strada 6 Mar tie, when coming from the 
port* 


e* The provincial council is in the former Palatul Adrainistrativ, a four- 
story building on Strada Republic!! opposite Strada Visinschi* 

f* The district council is adjacent to the provincial council* 


g* The municipal council is on the right side of Strada Republic!! when 
coming from the port, between Strada 23 August and Strada Visinschi. 


h* The law courts and, apparently the prosecutor* s office are in the former 
Regiraentul 3 Pioneri buildings on Strada Traian at the corner of Strada 
Radu Voda* 

i* The central prison is still near the law courts on Strada Traian. 


The provincial Securitfte and Militia are in a new three- s to ly building 
(completed in 1953 or 1959), on the right-hand side of Strada Ada 
Marinescu and after ti>e children's hospital when coming from downtown. 

City Militia stations fire located on the right side of Strada Tra ian when 
coming from the portjp between the former Strada Vulturilui and Piata 
Rizea, and on Stradf ; Ganulea* 


The central post o$ft$e and the telegraph office are on Strada Alex- 
andra Sahia, on th^'^ight side of the street when going from Strada 
Nicolae Balcescu towards Strada Bepublicii*

d. The Savings Bank (C#E#C#) is on Strada Republicii between the Provincial

c. The puppet theater is in the Palatul Culturii on Strada Republicii at 
the corner of Strada 23 August# 

d# The Mteall fidnescu Cinema, with a capacity of about $ 00 , is on Strada 
Republicii next to the Mihail Mendnescu Park. 

e. The Maxim Goricy Cinema is on the left side of Strada Republicii, just 
past Strada Ostrovski when coming from the port. 

f . The Pop ular (formerly Miron) Cinema seats about 300 and is located on 
Strada Alexandra Sahialp opposite the post office. 

g. A cinema is under conatiftbtion on Strada Brailei opposite Strada Nicos 
Beloianis. 

11. Educational Institutions: 

a. The I&ritime Mechanics Institute occupies the former Notre Dame secondary 
school building on Strada Republicii. 

b. The Soil Conservation Institute is on the former Strada Lascar Catargiu 
at the comer of Strada Dr. Bamarbel, in the building that once housed 
the commercial secondazy school. 

c* The teachers* college is on Strada Ada Marines cu, before the maternity 
and gynaecological hospital when coming from down tom • 


d. The Vasile Alecs andri coeducational secondary school is located on 
9 , .Strada Nicola* Baloescu and on Strada Lascar Catargiu (two sites). 

e. Coeducational secondary school No. 3 is on Strada Cuza Voda in the 
building formerly occupied by the clinic for social diseases. 

f. A secondary school for girls is situated near the Maritime Mechanics 
Institute.
